USES FOR SAWDUST 


A Former Waste Prodi Product Is Now Ex. 
tensively Employed 


THE DAINTY “FLIPPER” 


A Delicacy in “Newfoundland Asso- 
clated With the Sealing Season 


A-dainty pecullar to Newfoundland 
which so far has received little at- 
‘tention is the seal’s filpper or fipper 
which is the paw with which the seal 
propels itself through the water. It 
is esteemed by the people of the Is- 
land as one of their greatest delicacies 
A flipper weighs about a pound, and 
when the seal ships begin to arrive 
in St. John’s most people begin to tal} 
about securing “a meal of fippers.” 
Small boye and others swarm abou! 
the steamers, and the crews are im- 
portuned to supply these dainties tc 
all who ask for them. In the olden 
times they were given away freely, 
but latterly it 1s not uncommon for 
fifty cents a gad (six on a string) to 
be asked for’ them, while many among 
the crews now make a practice of 
salting quantities into barrels for their 
own consumption during the summer. 
A fresh flipper makes a most appetiz- 
ing meal. The method of cooking them 
is to wash them thoroughly in fresh 
water, then soak them in water in 
which salt has been dissolved; next 
transfer them to a baking pan or pot 
with slices of pork or bacon, and after 
being cooked over a hot fire they are 
as delicate of flavor and taste as the 
finest of veal, . 

Among all the capitalists in Bt. 

John’s interested in the sealing in- 
dustry, flipper suppers, with the ac- 
companiment of champagne, etcetera, 
are the invariable rule as the ships 
come in, and owners, captains, and 
others indulge annually in these re- 
pasts at some of the hotels or inns 
near the city. Very many family par- 
tfes also partake of the unusual dish, 
and among the poorer classes filppers 
are looked upon as a great and wel-. 
come luxury, a change from the usual 
dietary and one that is beyond all 
question nourishing and healthy. Ro- 
man Catholics likewise patronize flip- 
pers largely because, as the seal is 
an amphibious animal, it is not meat, 
and may be eaten during the Lenten 
Season or on fast days. All round 
she north and west coasts, where the 
seals are often taken close in shore, 
hey are a recognized item in the 
‘ally menu—not alone flippers but the 
arcases as well. These are perhaps 
ven more appetizing than the filp- 
vers because there {s less fat per- 
neating them, but, of course, space 
8 too valuable aboard the ship to 
allow of carcases being brought home 
for consumption, they belng worth- 
less for any other purpose, and seal 
pelts being valued at $100 a ton dead 
weight. 


Farm Life > 
and Health 


Not so very long ago about the only 
real use anyone had for sawdust was 
for packing ice.- ‘That was when 
Bmall local saw mills were more com- 
mon, and the qmount of this form of 
‘waste wood was, or at any rate ap- 
peared, comparatively small. Now, 
when the tendency is to consolidate 
these into large mills with a capacity 
of several hundred thousand feet of 
lumber per day, the daily waste in 
sawdust is seen to be enormous and 
much experimenting is being done to 
discover new methods of. utilizing it. 
Perhaps the most promising venture in 
sawdust utilization in Canada is the 
manufacture of ethyl (or grain) al- 
cohol. The sawdust is treated with 
pulphuric: acid under suitable con- 
ditions, resulting in the formation of 
sugar, which is then fermented to 

roduce alcohol. Several plants have 

en er@cted to produce alcohol from 
wood in this manner, and, though 
there are some difficulties still to be 
overcome, the ultimate success of the 
prdcess on a commerolal scale is as- 
sured. Sawdust has been successfully 
manufactured into briquets for fuel 
for a considerable time in Europe by 
& very simple process. The shavings 
and sawdust afe first steam-dried, the 
water contained in the wood being 
thus evaporated and the resin almost 
lHquified. The sawdust {s then com- 
pressed under heat into briquets of 
the desired size, tie contained resin 
acting as a binder. A firm in Van- 
couver is engaged in a similar line of 
manufacture, the sawdust being com- 
pressed into a cylindrical tube where 
it is cut into short lengths by a re- 
volving knife, emerging in the form 
of small round briquets. These bri- 
quets are clean to handle, easy to 
kindle, and leave very little ash. In 
England sugar is manufactured on a 
commercial scale by treating sawdust 
in closed retorts with weak sulphurous 
acid under high pressure. In Austin, 
Texas, also a plant is being built to 
menufacture stock food from sawdust, 
by a somewhat similar process. The 
tar, pitch and turpentine are removed 
from the sawdust leaving only sugar 
and fibre to which {s added forty per 
cent. of cottonseed meal. The mix- 
ture is sold for fattening cattle. Two 
and one-half parts of clean sawdust 
mixed with two parts sand and one 
part cement make a warm long-wear- 
ing and sound-proof floor, to which 
carpets can be tacked with less in- 
jury than to a board floor, and which 
has the advantage over a cement floor 
in being more elastic. These qualities 
should win an extensive use for this 
form of flooring, which has the ad- 
ditional advantage that it can be 
stained to harmonize 
finishings by the addition of color to 
the mixture while in a semi-lHquid 
state. The sawdust of certain kinds 
of woods fs used in considerable quan- 
tities by manufacturers for metal 
polish, tor packing, for meat curing, 
for making safety explosives, and com- 
position novelties, and for fibre and 
pulp manufacture. Patent cleaning 
powders for use on carpets and rugs 
consist principally of sawdust, Nghtly 
moistened by some cheap mineral oil.
